1923 International Grand Champion is No More 


Aberdeen-Angus breeding circles will be shocked to learn of 
the sudden and untimely death of Blackcap Revolution 287269 the 
1923 International grand champion Aberdeen-Angus bull who so re- 
cently had succeeded his noble sire Earl Marshall at the head of 
the Harrison & Ryan herd at Harlan, lowa. Dropped January 12, 
1919. Died November 3, 1928. Cause of death, compaction of the 
bowels. His illness was of short duration and relief failed utterly. 
Nothing was left undone, but all to no avail—his days had been 
numbered. Thus anoth- 
er Doddie celebrity . 


unto death. He became the pet of the herd, and yet his behavior 
was such as to bring upon his burly head many a “cussing,” for he 
was disgustingly lazy and indolent, took but little interest in his

Gregor of Canada who thought so well of his purchase 
that he carried him along and brought him back to the 
1923 International where he proved a very popular grand champion. 

The 1923 International show carried with it a double signif- 
icance in so far as Blackcap Revolution was concerned for in addi- 
tion to being one of the most popular grand champions of that 
great show he was to be the principal factor in what was considered 
one of the most extravagant deals of the times. At least that was 
the concensus of opinion about the International barns when it be- 
came known that Mr. H. O. Harrison had purchased the grand 
champion at $15,000. 

Different thoughts were coursing the mind of the purchaser 
for this keen farsighted cattleman realized the superior worth of 
this great sire and show bull and he had rated this bull as a real 
find at so nominal a figure. Mr. Harrison considered Blackcap 
Revolution as the greatest bull of his day and that his value as a 
sire to place at the head of his new herd could not possibly be esti- 
mated in dollars and cents. That Mr. Harrison was correct in his 
good judgment has been demonstrated over and over again. To 
further support his faith in the blood of Earl Marshall, Mr. Harris-

11th, by the same sire, at the record auction 
price of $10,100.00, and placed him as chief 
assistant to Blackcap Revolution. So the 
1924 International grand champion is now 
in reserve at the Harrison & Ryan farms, 
where he is siring some excellent show ani- 
mals. ‘ 

Blackcap Revolution went immediately to 
Mr. Harrison’s Woodlawn farms in Cali- 
fornia where he assumed the role of chief 
stock bull. In this capacity he served with 

eat honor to the breed until that day in 
the heat of July 1927 when his harem was 
united with that of his sire, Earl Marshall, 
at Harlan, Iowa, under the ownership of the 
newly organized firm of Harrison & Ryan, 
a consolidation that brought together the 
greatest collection of Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding cattle in America. Here he bowed 
for the first time to his noble sire who stood 
at the head of this new herd until July 2d 
of this year when he died from injuries, 
leaving his throne to his son Blackcap Revo- 
lution who spread his influence like a man- 
tle over this great herd. Since coming to 
the Botna Valley Blackcap Revolution has 
been put to strenuous service, to him have 
been mated many of the choicest things in 
the herd, so his last crop of calves will un- 
doubtedly prove his best. 

In the forming of this new firm, Blackcap 
Revolution, was the only animal upon which 
Mr. Harrison refused to put a price. While 
he accompanied the herd to Harlan, Iowa, he 
remained the personal property of Mr. Har- 
rison who insisted that Blackcap Revolution 
was priceless as a sire and that he preferred 
to retain full ownership of the bull he con- 
sidered the greatest bull of the breed. 

As a show bull Blackcap Revolution went 
to the top of tle ladder.

His sons and brothers will 
carry on and this line of breeding will un- 
doubtedly exercise a major influence on the 
good things for many years to come. 
Amongst the get of Earl Marshall will be 
found a worthy successor, for the old bull 
produced six International grand champion 
sons as well as eight International cham- 
pion “gets” of sire. Malin’s history on Ab- 
erdeen-Angus placed Earl Marshall at the 
head of the list of sires and his son Black- 
cap Revolution next. Just which bull will 
assume the role of chief stock bull in the 
Harrison & Ryan herd remains to be seen. 
It is safe to say however that Blackcap Rev- 
olution Again, a full brother to Blackcap 
Revolution now occupies the chief box. Per- 
haps no throne has so many heirs in wait- 
ing.

CATTLE FEEDING SITUATION 
NOVEMBER 1, 1928. 

According to U. S. Department of Agriculture re- 
ports released November 12th the corn belt demand for 
stocker and feeder cattle during October this year, while 
above that of October, 1927, fell off rather sharply com- 
pared to what it had been during July, August and Sep- 
tember of this year. Shipments of stocker and feeder 
cattle into the corn belt states in October this year were 
about the same as in October, 1927, with prices nearly 
20 per cent higher than in October of last year. For the 
three months July to September, this year, the move- 
ment into the corn belt states was 45 per cent larger 
than for these months in 1927, with prices 35 per cent 
higher. It does not seem likely that the movement of

Already winter had set in in that 
wel of the country, ice covered the tanks and along the way 
pone resulting from recent heavy rains were smoothly “iced over.” 
Phe big barns of the Northland were already to receive their 
winter charges upon the least provocation from the weather man. 
The ground was still bare and the cattle and sheep were enjoying 
the pastures and stalk fields. At Page everything was astir the 
day before. The show herd had been sent off to the Omaha show

and their stalls filled with sale cattle. The north end of this 
one big cattle barn had been arranged as a sales pavilion. 
Seats to hold 300 or better made the place comfortable and 
electric lights assured the crowd that gathered that the cattle 
would be visible even after dusk, but four o’clock in the after- 
noon saw the crowd scattering—the sale was over. 


About forty sale guests had arrived the evening before, 
the hotels were filled and every spare nook in Kenneth’s home 
was occupied. Daybreak found others arriving and soon it 
began to look like cow men of the North were awake to the 
cattle situation. By noon a great crowd had assenibled. They 
came from all parts of North Dakota, from South Dakota, 
Minnesota, Iowa and Canada, both East and West, and from 
the Eastern States. It looked like the Northern section of 
the country was determined that these good breeding cattle 
should remain in the North. Many other states were repre- 
sented by mail orders, but these good folks had not as yet 
realized the serious shortage of good breeding cattle and for 
that reason failed to set their sights high enough to assure 
the spending of their money. 

First thing in the early morning after the cattle had been 
cleaned, the numbers were placed. Each visitor with catalog 
im hand checked his favorite and then waited to see about 
the cost tag to be hung on by the auctioneer. When it came 
to Pricing these cattle Auctioneer Senator Frank Hyland, of 

evils Lake, found plenty of willing help which seemed to 
enjoy “marking up” the tickets. This help was anything but 
erratic; genuinely conservative we should say, for no extrava- 


gant values were created. However the general price level in- 
dicated clearly that good cattle are not alone desired but that 
they are wanted and needed in that vast cattle growing country. 
Local support covers .a lot of territory up in that country 
where one can spend a day speeding forward at a good rate and 
yet not cover the length of a state. A vast majority of the animals 
offered remained within the borders of North Dakota. Canada 
took a few, and Allan McGregor of Briarcliff Farms, Pine Plains, 
New York, secured a couple for his big breeding plant and as 
agent for Mr. George Fowler of Holyoke, Mass., sent along to the 
East four choice young things. South Dakota took a few, Minne- 
sota landed safely a couple of times, Canada secured a small quota 
of good ones, while Iowa and other states battled to their dead 
line with mail bids but to no avail. Dr. and Mrs. Fred Jarvis 
and “Johnnie” Brown of Oskaloosa, Iowa, surely did not drive 
all the way to Page just for the ride for nearly seven hundred 
miles is no pleasure trip on a wintry day. 

When the whole situation is carefully analyzed doubt for 
the future must vanish, for here in the main, North Dakota 
proved conclusively that she as a cattle state needed these 
good cattle and at reasonable prices. No fancy prices were 
attained, just a mighty fine level with nothing far below and 
nothing far beyond that line. The dozen bulls sold at an 
average of $352.75 each, not too high, and not perhaps at their 
real value and yet at a price at which they can be profitably 
produced. The same is true in the case of the females, thirty 
head going at an average of $260.00. Ten head of these were 
yearling heifers that sold at an average of $243.00. Such 
stable valuations denote clearly the trend of the times and 
should be doubly reassuring to those who have been patiently 
watching for the return of profitable cattle days. As a re- 
sult the forty-two head sold at an average of $271.78. It is 
reasonable then to believe that with the coming of spring and 
good grass that Aberdeen-Angus prices will take another 
healthy step forward, for other sections of the country need 
good beef cattle as badly as does the Northland. 

Readers will be interested in knowing that W. L. Davis 
living close to Page and a producer of exceptionally high 
quality commercial cattle topped the bull offering when he 
took Blackcapper Harrison 23d a son of the International grand 
champion Black Marshall 11th to place at the head of his 
breeding herd. “He’s just the kind of a bull I need” said 
Mr. Davis. Sussex Brothers, over at Hope, ran a close second 
for top when they took home Revolution of Page 6th by the 
International grand champion Blackcap Revolution at $525.00.

The multiple hitch system of driving 
horses represents one of the greatest strides 
of advancement on the farm since the 
change from the ox to horses. 

Five years ago were you to ask a farmer 
“what is the multiple hitch,” he would stare 
at you or counter by “what are you talking 
about anyway.” Now, were you to go out 
in any county of Iowa and ask this ques- 
tion, eight out of ten farmers would, at 
least, have heard of this system of driving 
horses and mules and you would find hun- 
dreds of them using this method of driving, 
who, were you to question them about the 
hitch, would answer you with statements 
like this “The best thing I ever saw”; “The 
only way to drive horses”; “Can do twice 
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the field work in half the time”; “I’ll never 
use another tractor” and “Horses are mak- 
ing me money now”. 

The multiple hitch is a system of driving 
easily and safely, controlling any number of 
horses from 4 to 33 with only two lines as- 
sisted by buck straps and lead chains. 

If you study the diagram you will notice 
that the leaders of this six horse team are 
driven with two lines so arranged that each 
horse has a check running to its bit and so 
that all are free from the jerking or fret- 
ting of team mates. The extra checks shown 
on these three leaders are 8 foot straps with 
snaps on either end for quick hitching and 
unhitching. The wheel or three rear horses 
shown on this diagram are driven by “buck

straps” or “buck lines” and lead 
chains. The lead chain is a 5% foot 
chain with a strong bolt snap at eith- 
er end; one snap attaches to the 
horse’s halter ring while the other end 
fastens to either the heel chain or 
single tree hook of one of the leaders. 
The lead chain should be looped back 
on itself through this heel chain or 
single tree hook to remove the strain 
on the snap. If the horse walks too 
slowly he can be speeded up by short- 
ening this lead chain. 

The “buck strap” or “buck line” is 
a combination of three straps, one 4 
foot 8 inches in length attaching to 
horse’s bit ring, running through the 
hame ring, over his withers and to a 
2 inch ring or 10 inches of chain as 
shown on cut. A second strap 3 foot 
8 inches long attaching to horse’s oth- 
er bit ring through hame ring and to 
same 2 inch ring or other end of 10 
inch chain. A third 6 foot strap, that 
snaps in small 10 inch chain, connect- 
ing the first two straps as shown in 
diagram and running back to first or 
second link of the draw chain. Now 
you will see that the horse is held in 
check by this “buck line” so that if 
he tries to lunge ahead he is held in 
place unless he can pull the load 
through the draw chain with his 
mouth. He cannot do this under nor- 
mal conditions and because he is led 
by the leaders he must work or drag. 

A normal colt will find his place 
in 15 or 20 minutes and in a day or so

ADVERTISING. 
_ The old adage “that it pays to advertise” 
pA ago today than ever before. It is espec- 
. ly true of the horse industry. Its up to 
€ pure bred breeder to advertise his pro- 
ont or get out of the business. Possibly it 
ould be more logical to put it this way—If 


you don’t adverti i 
asieaas se you will soon be out of 


Competition is getting keener in every in- 
dustry and it is just as true of our business 
as it is of the manufacturing business. Let 
us underscore that that word “BUSINESS”; 
too many farmers and breeders do not con- 
sider themselves in business and do not fol- 
low business methods. We must come to it, 
there is no other solution for the farmer’s 
problem—Herbert Hoover will not solve 
them, neither would Al Smith, because they 
are your problems and you are the one to 
solve them. 

There are various kinds of advertising— 
satisfied customers are good mediums of ad- 
vertisement; exhibiting at a fair if you have 
a creditable string is a splendid advertise- 
ment; advertising in papers, which is 2s.:en- 
tial, and if properly placed will generally 
be a good investment. All breeders should 
use some advertising space. Another way 
breeders may advertise is through their As- 
sociation. Ellis McFarland, Secretary of 
the Percheron Society of America, has dem- 
onstrated that a breeders association can 
successfully advertise and secure results for 
breeders. The Percheron Society last year 
spent $10,000 for an advertising campaign, 
it has resulted in a total sale of $108,754.80 
with hundreds of satisfied buyers, say noth- 
ing about the indirect effect that this ad- 
vertising will have upon the general public 


and upon the boys who will be our farmers 
of tomorrow. 

But the most forceful kind of advertising 
that any breeder can do is to be a firm be- 
liever and supporter in his business. if he 
thinks that the horse business is gone, why 
not get out of it, there are others who do 
believe in it, why make the business bad for 
them? If you do not like the horse busi- 
ness, there is one way out, hire an auction- 
eer, post a few bills and you will soon be 
relieved: of your drudgery. Breeders, as a 
whole, look too far away for their buyers. 
Dig in at home, sell your own community 
upon the idea of draft horses, don’t sell 
them horses, sell them the idea of raising 
and show them the economical value of a 
good draft horse and they will BUY. Every 
pure bred breeder who is operating a farm 
in connection with his breeding operations 
should be using the multiple hitch. Be just 
as capable of going out and showing a farm- 
er how to hitch up and drive successfully 
five, six and eight head of horses as any 
tractor salesman can demonstrate how to 
operate a tractor. Multiple hitch is one 
thing that the tractor people cannot com- 
pete with. Why not get behind your own 
business? If you are not willing to get be- 
hind it you will be happier if you will get 
out of it.

The only Old Testament festival in which 
I have sometimes wished I might have shar- 
ed is the feast of tabernacles. It was the 
harvest festival, in which the whole family, 
including servants, was supposed to join. 
They were to be “altogether joyful,” to re- 
joice for eight days, dwelling in booths and 
being filled with thanksgiving for the in- 
gathering of the harvest. Occurring about 
the same time of year as our Thanksgiving, 
it must have meant a 
time of great good

and bitterness of party strife. Probably 
this had much to do with preventing the 
day’s becoming a national holiday much 
earlier than it did. Nor in the period of 
which I write was the pessimistic “muck- 
raker” in his present glory. Many of the 
sermons preached in this later era have 
seemed to me to consider that the day 
marks the beginning of the end of our na- 
tion rather than a day in which to rejoice 

and be glad. As near-

the days before the civil war. As is well 
known, it was a New England custom to 
set apart a day, first begun at Old Ply- 
mouth. But the state of New York was 
near enough to the land of steady habits 
to follow its example, and my home, with 
New England parents and ancestors reach- 
ing back beyond the middle of the seven- 
teenth century, was as fit a place to cele- 
brate the day as Plymouth itself. It is 
around these earlier Thanksgivings that 
with advancing years, my memory clings 
most lovingly. We were then an unbroken 
family circle, happy in the love of each 
other and blessed with the companionship 
of those who belonged to a generation older 
than father and mother. It was a farm and 
family day, and it was heralded by an in- 
describable atmosphere in the air, and a 
fragrance in the nostrils that quickens the 
blood even now. 

At that early day the political sermon 
which was common in the earlier period, 
and which for a time was popular later, 
was seldom heard, at least in our vicinity. 
Previously, as many a printed sermon 
shows, Federalist and Democrat had availed 
themselves of the opportunity to tell how 
wicked the other party was and how near 
to destruction the nation had come because 
the other party was in power. “The thum-

One important article of this feast, as 
essential to the perfect meal as were the 
oysters, the turkey, the chicken pie, the In- 
dian pudding and all the other “fixins” 
mentioned above, deserves a parapraph by 
itself. It was “the punkin pie.” Not that 
modern substitute for it, “squash pie,” which 
we are sometimes told is just as good, but 
the genuine old fashioned pumpkin.

Plain Dressing—4 cupsful medium coarse 
bread crumbs, 1 cupful boiling water poured 
over the crumbs.

Sweet Potatoes with Marshmallows—3 
cupsful mashed sweet potatoes, 1 teaspoon 
salt, %4 cupful raisins, % cupful sugar, 4 
cupful butter, 4 cupful nutmeats. Place in 
baking dish, put marshmallows on top. 
Place in oven for about ten minutes. 

Fruit Cake (very fine)—1 pound raisins, 
1 pound currants, 4 pound citron, % pound 
butter, 1 cup chopped nuts, 4 cups flour, 1 
cup sugar, % cup cider, 1% cup tart jelly, % 
cup sour cream, % teaspoon soda, % teas+ 
poon salt, 1 cup sorghum, 1 tablespoon cin- 
namon, ‘2 teaspoon cloves, 1% teaspoon nut- 
meg, 5 eggs. Cream butter and sugar, add 
egg yolks. Add all liquid ingredients. 
Dredge fruit and nuts in one-half the flour. 
Mix all dry ingredients with the other half 
flour. Add this to the first mixture, then 
add fruit and nuts and lastly the well beat- 
en whites of eggs. Line pans with greased 
paper and bake in very slow oven. This 
makes three medium sized cakes.

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Pp revention of P oultry Diseases 


Poultry Department. 
By W. H. Lapp, 


Environment plays a vital part with the health of 
poultry. Many times the success or failure with poul- 
try can be attributed to the ability one has in elimin- 
ating or controlling disease. 

Inheritance plays a part in the health of poultry 
and this oftentimes is beyond the control measures of 
the producer temporarily. 

Poultry is susceptible to a large variety of dis- 
eases originating from so many causes that poultry 
keepers on the whole have but a vague conception of 
their nature or the methods essential for their control. 

Proper management of poultry should no doubt 
incorporate a knowledge of specific diseases, their 
symptoms and treatment, if any. However, funda- 
mentally, hygiene and sanitation are the paramount 
phases in management that should be emphasized as 
control measures. It is a fact that a knowledge of 
poultry diseases should be more serviceable to the 
producer in preventing the disease rather than curing 
it. The intelligent poultry producer today wants to know about 
poultry diseases primarily because he wants to know how to keep 
the flock well. 

During the spring, summer and fall months; we find an ideal 
opportunity to follow certain practices in sanitation which will as- 
sist materially in keeping down disease. We know that contamin- 
ated soil, both in the yards and ranges for poultry is oftentimes re- 
sponsible for much of our poultry trouble. In the past it has sel- 
dorm received the attention that it deserves. We know from sad 
experience that it is practically impossible year after year to raise 
or to keep any appreciable number of chicks on the same land. We 
have been led to believe that the heavy soil, such as heavy loam 
and clay show more of the evil effect than the light porous soil, 
yet it can be safely stated that both will contain a very high per- 
centage of contamination which will in the end be detrimental to 
the stock. There is less danger, however, in areas covered with a 
good grass sod because these areas oftentimes absorb the organic 
material and the disease bacteria allied with the contamination 
oftentimes are washed into the ground out of the birds’ reach. Ob- 
viously we find that sooner or later bare spots appear in the sod 
and about the building and the ground soon becomes permeated 
with disease germs that soon attack the poultry. 

Producers have had experience in the past where their hens 
did better when confined to the houses than where they were given 
range. The reason for this being the fact that the range areas 
were highly contaminated. The logical solution for raising poultry 
on any farm is a rotation of range area. We are going to be forc- 
ed into this method if we expect to raise poultry successfully. This 
condition is analogous to the situation in hog production. Many 
hog breeders find that they had to raise their hogs on areas free 
from disease if they were going to enjoy any success in raising this 

class of stock. The summer months offer an ideal time for plow- 
ing the ground at regular intervals. This permits a 
maximum amount of sunlight to come into direct

It must be remembered, however, that not all th 
dreaded infectious diseases are land carried. Diseases 
like roup and chickenpox are introduced to a fam 
flock by newly purchased stock, visitors, grain 
birds returning from shows, pigeons and wild birds, 
Speaking about wild birds, one should keep in mind 
that they can also transmit diseases, such as coccidio. 
sis and where there are a large number of trees q 
; groves if it is at all possible to plow underneath thes 
trees it should be done during the summer months because of thy 
high state of infection that might be carried in the soil under they 
areas. One of the common forms of functional diseases is know, 
as dietetic, resulting from improper nutrition and methods of feed. 
ing. This basic cause of disease is frequent. The absence in th 
ration of sufficient ingredients essential to the proper balancing of 
the feed may cause chronic constipation and auto-intoxication of 
the stock. Leg weakness in chicks is often caused from a lack of 
basic minerals in the feed as well as a lack of direct sunlight, 4 
factor in general management that one always should keep in mind 
is proper feeding because it plays such a vital part in building w 
the vigor and vitality of the stock so that it has a resistancy ty 
withstand disease invasions. 

A good practice for the average farmer or producer would bk 
to set aside one day as clean-up day around the poultry house ani 
poultry yard and to give the poultry house and the surrounding 
around the poultry house a good cleaning at least once a yew 
whether they need it or not. 

The Importance of a Clean Poultry House. 

Even when one is practicing a system of sanitation in regard 
to the ranges and yard, one should not overlook the fact that clean 
brooder houses and laying houses are vitally essential. 

_ Without a doubt many severe outbreaks of disease occurring 
in farm flocks in the past have been due to the fact that the laws 
of sanitation were not enforced rigidly. It should be remembers 
that nature can play an important part in keeping down diseases i 
we will but give the sunlight access to the house. It is a good plan 
to arrange equipment in the houses so that they can be removel 
readily. All parts of the house should be made easily accessible 


and equipment such as nests, should be so constructed that they car | 


be removed in order to be cleaned thoroughly. It is well to incor 
porate a plan of spraying the house at least twice a year using

A common source of infection in poultry 

is through the water fountain and hopper. 
One should pay special attention to this 
class of equipment and see that they are 
cleaned thoroughly from time to time. 
From the standpoint of the average farm 
many times the birds have access to feeding 
utensils used for other stock. This may 
serve as an avenue for infection of poultry 
and we should be careful to guard against 
contamination rising from this source by 
keeping all equipment of this nature clean; 
whether it applies to poultry, hogs or other 
live stock. The beginner in raising poultry 
should keep in mind at all times that a pro- 
gram including a certain definite scheme of 
sanitation will eliminate the possibilities of 
dsease which may prove a hazard toward 
the success in a poultry venture. 

Sanitation in the eyes of different people 
varies. That which may be called clean by 
one party would not be considered clean by 
another. This variable factor oftentimes is 
the determining point in successful poultry 
production. In view of the characteristics

cannot be over-emphasized. 


Shropshire Sheep 


Selection of Breed a Personal Element 


The selecting of a breed should be gov- 
erned to a great extent by personal prefer- 
euce, because it gives that personal element 
and satisfaction of being your own judge 
and doing as you please, which is instilled 
in all of us. There are good individuals in 
any breed and some good points in favor 
of each breed. However, there are certain 
market demands and general public de- 
mands which one should consider when sel- 
ecting a breed. The breed that you select 
may determine whether or not you will be 
financially successful in the business. It 
Is pretty hard to be happy and contented 
with any business that is showing a finan- 
cial loss regardless of your financial status. 

The Shropshire breed is not the best 
breed ot sheep, there is no best, but the 
Shropshires have a great deal to recom- 
mend them to the American farmer. The 
Shropshire Association is the largest asso- 
ciation in the world. According to the 1926 
census the Shropshires had a good lead 


from the standpoint of numbers over other 
breeds. 


The Shropshires orginated in Shropshire 
and Staffordshire Counties in west ical 
England. They were recognized as a breed 
at the Royal Show in 1853 by being placed 
i a special class, and were given a class 
of their own in 1859. 

A very early group of Shropshire breed- 
phe before the breed was recognized as 
: reed, took a very important step. They 
qpennized and partitioned the Council of 
ca oyal Agricultural Society to appoint 
j Ses to act for a term of ten years, so the 
ype and character could be fixed. The 


Council heeded the petition. This proved to 
be a very important page in Shropshire 
history. 

Breeders would return home annually 
from the show with the type most desirable 
in their mind and thus the Shropshire 
breed became very uniform from the stand- 
point of type. That uniformity is still not- 
iceable today. 

The present day Shropshires should be 
wide and deep in the body, smooth in the 
shoulders, a good spring of fore ribs, the 
hind quarters carried out strong and deep, 
a point that young breeders should watch. 
Some Shropshires have a tendency to be 
light in the quarters. The neck of a Shrop- 
shire should be fairly short and the head 
well covered with wool, which extends down 
below the eyes and should join with cover- 
ing on the cheek leaving the nose free from 
wool. The hair on the nose, ears and legs 
should be a soft brown and the legs should 
be well covered with wool. The Shropshire 
is a stylish sheep carrying the head rather 
erect. The fleece of Shropshires is one of 
the strong points of the breed, the length in 
12 months should be from two to three 
inches and the fleece average from eight 
to ten lbs. It’ can be safely said that no 
other mutton breed equals the Shropshire 
in fleece, when quality, density and weight 
are considered. In breeding quality the 
Shropshire is in the first rank. No other 
widely distributed breed is as prolific as 
Shropshires. A 150 to 200 per cent lamb 
crop can be secured by proper management 
and feed. 

The breed ranks very high from a mutton 


standpoint, being of the earliest maturing 
and having a high quality and fine grain 
of meat of the right color. 

The Shropshire prolificacy, good fleece, 
mutton quality, plus their uniformity of 
type are factors which have been largely 
responsible for their popularity, and are 
vital factors in determining the economical 
value of farm flocks.
